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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

• Figures 9-1 1 show a conductive element comprising a first end portion, a second end 
portion, an intermediate portion, and two compliant portions wherein the compliant 
portions being situated between the first and second end portions and the first and second 
end portions extending inward from ea ch other. 

• Figure 19 deals with a DC bus comprising a first conductive element and a second 
conductive element, each conductive element comprising a first end portion, a seconded 
portion, an intermediate portion, and a compliant portion wherein the intermediate 
portions of the first and second conductive elements forming positive and negative DC 
conductor bus plates, respectively. 

• Figure 20 deals with a conductive element comprising a first end portion, a second end 
portion, an intermediate portion, and two compliant portions wherein the compliant 
portions being situated between the first and second end portions and the first and second 
end portions extending outward from each other. 

• Figures 21-22 deals with a conductive element comprising a first end portion, a second 
end portion and a compliant portion wherein the compliant portion being situated 
between the first and second end portions and the first end portion extending inward from 
the second end portion. 
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• Figures 23-24 deals with a conductive element comprising a first end portion, a second 
end portion and a compliant portion wherein the compliant portion being situated 
between the first and second end portions and the first end portion extending outward 
from the second end portion.
